The USAID Community Connections program offers home stay-based, three-week practical
training opportunities in the United States. The program provides an important opportunity for
American people and people from Tajikistan to work together on addressing common
professional challenges while expanding their social and cultural understanding. In 2008,
approximately 50 Tajik experts in the fields of municipal planning, loan management, library
management, hospital management, and energy management will be selected in an open,
nationwide, merit-based competition to participate in the program. The program is managed
by the American Councils.
